um causes the apples to absorb 


enough of the sugar to prevent a 
brown color when they thaw, after 


storage by quick freezing. 
More of the syrup is retained, 
very little of the flavor lost, and 


the apples remain crisp when used 
in apple pies, the largest commer- 
cial use. ¢ 

The process also’will make quick 
freezing possible for houschold use, 
although this is not considered im- 


}portant because of the year-round 


availability of fresh apples.
